far greatei display of beauty in proportion to the numbers,
than I ever saw. There were a few presentations of
new comers to the President and to Mr. Clay, both of
whom walked through the rooms easily and familiarly,
shaking hand with those who saluted them, and occa¬

sionally meeting each other, and exchanging good hu¬
mored remaiks. Mr. Tallmadge and Mr Legare, who
are objects of great attention to the company, were pre¬
sent, but they did not meet the President in his winding
perambulations.

tical with tbeir own. Virginia is eminently interested
in the successor this College; not only os a matter of !
State pride, but in a pecuniary point of view. Instead
of paying hundreds of thousands yearly, as she now does
lo foreign institutions, she will annually receive an ac- '
cession of thousands lo her capitol. Richmond is di-!
reclly and deeply interested; many intelligent and well
educated young men will be annually added to her so-

ciety, and the vast sums (two hundred thousand dollars
al least,) which now go from Virginia alone, will be ex-'
pended among her citizens.

Servants can seldom meet
with anything like the same care and attention which
they receive there; so that, by cherishing the Infirrnaiy
1I0 patrons diminish their cares, trouble and expenses'
multiply those comforts so grateful to a bed of sickness'
and greatly augment the chances of a speedy and per-'
manent recovery to^Tie sufferers Surely these consid j
eralions will not be lightly thrown aside by Ihe intelli I
genl and philanthropic citizens of Richmond.

country. Dr. Johnson inherited from nature a mind of

great power, and he has, from early youlh, devoted all

his faculties to the profession in which he delights, and

of wbioh lie is a distinguished ornament, both qs a ski!*
ful surgeon and an accomplished professor. Every one

who knows Dr. Johnson, accords to him talents of the
very first order; and all whoever heard him lecture, unite
in ascribing to him wonderful powers of analysis, and
great facility in conveying information to the ininda of
ihnse whom he is instructing.

The sdcci-ms that has attended his practice in his par

ticular department, furnishes thp most satisfactory tesli
inony of lie,a proficiency. The writer of this article ne¬
ver heard Dr. Bohannan lecture, and as he has no per
eonal acfjraintance with him, he can say nothing of his
style as n lecturer, nor of his intellectual endowments
But the satisfaction which he gave to his class last win¬
der is tl;p most flattering proof of his capacity as a teacher

Dr. Muujjin i* a graduate of the University of Virgi¬
nia.

Ihis, to gether with the Alma House and Penitentiary,
which a re under the superintendence of two of the pro-
fetsors,: ind to which the Students have access, will, in
the com se of a session, probably furnish cases of almost
every disease incident to our climate. Daring the ses¬

sion wh ich closed in April last, the professors exhibited
to the el ass almost all the simple and complicated surgi¬
cal open tlions upon the living subject.
The a bundance of the best material for dissections,

the ease and cheapness with which it can be procured,
furnish advantages not to be met wilh nt any institution
Nortk «irthe I'ntoinac, and equal, if not superior, to any
in the U niled Stales. The winters are sufficiently cool
to cont'iiue the dissections uninterruptedly, as late as is
desirab.'-i, and the cold is never so intense as to injure
thesubj ?ct or endanger the health of the student, while
engagec in this arduous but most important branch of
his enqu iries. The salubrity of the climate is 6uch, that
it furnit hes a sure guaranty for the health of the native
ofevery latitude. Those of the North have nothing to
fear from excessive heat, and the Southerner is in no

danger ft oin extreme cold.
The l\ luseum,-which already contains many valuable

anatomic ol preparations, and fine specimens of morbid
structure , is rapidly increasing, and will soon present a

coilectic n surpassed by none in this country.
-Board convenient to the College, can be produced at a

chraper rate than in any city of the Union at which tlx:re
is a Meilical College.
To the hour of relaxation, which is indispensable to

every mind, a virtuous, enlightened and polished society
offers it s exquisite enjoyments; and there is no better
safeguai'd against dissipation, immorality, and vice of
every ki ml, than an intercourse with the pure, the vir
tuous ai id the refined, While enjoying the best ad¬
vantages for acquiring an extensive knowledge of his
professir n, the student may devote his leisure huurs to
the refir ed pleasures of polished society, contract ac-

quaintan ces and acquire manners which will furnish
materials for pleasing retrospection, and be a source of
profit, ar .d an ornament to his future life.
The w riter of this article has no interest in this insti

tution, o ther than that which every Virginian ought to
feel in fl le institutions of his native Slate. He is in no

way cor. necled with the College, and iri commending
it to the favorable consideration of his fellow-citizens, he
has no «. jlfish purpose to subserve; whatever may be due
to Ais views, they must carry with them that weight
which tr ulh ever gives to a good cause, however feebly
exprjsse d. He invites investigation and attention to

the fiubj ect and hopes that abler pens will engage in
advocati' lg an institution so interesting and important
to the o immunity.
